The school work in our Viliage District during the past year 
has continued in the even and quiet tenor of¥ its healthful. course, 
secure we believe in the confidence of those who have at heart the 
highest educational interests of our community. It seems unfor- 
tunate, and somewhat irregular upon business principles, that the — 
members of the Board of Education who prescribe and supervise 
the line of work, and administer it in all its details, must have to 
be the censors and auditors each year of its results. It is a pity 
that parents cannot be induced to familiarize themselves with the — 
character of the school work, confirm their confidence in its merit, — 

and make themselves more zealous as champions in the public ser” 
vice of good. For it is a fact that the intelligent interest and the 
alliance of all good men and women is necessary in any commu- 
uity to combat error and misrepresentation; mere idle gossip it 
may be, from idle minds too often the outcome of Oe but 
none the less previous in its mischeivous tendency.

book System into this and other towns and districts under the new 
x _ State law, by virtue of which scholars have been supplied with all 
on _schoo] books, blanks, stationery and materials at the expense of 
ee “the town. $1250.00 was raised at our last March town meeting 
| of which our district received its proporfton based upon property 
valuation of $558.31, all of which has been expended for the pre- 
i scribed purpose, It is a law which in some towns may be desir ed, 
but which in our town, where parents were always willing to sup- 
ply» with needed books their children, such law is not a popular or 
~ needed one. 
Each succeeding year our district will be compelled to raise a 
small amount of money for a re-suppiy of writing and blank 
books and various articles of stationery required in schools. We 
have had all books covered with stout brown paper and printed 
notices appended stating the requirement of careful use and the 
parents responsibility for their proper preservation. A record 
book is kept by each teacher in which is charged the numbered 
book to the scholar who receives it and its condition upon delivery 
and return is noted. :
